To combat the plague of caterpillars which infest the 
northern line of the A. & G. W. railway, a novel device has been

to maintain its “on time’’ record,

aid their light machines would be useless due to the millions of 
the insects cumbering the rails and which make the lines as 
slippery as the traditional greased pole.
